In the Packing- Industry 


nECISlOX of both sides in Ihc packing house 
D controversy to accept arbitration by the de- 
partment of labor helps a little. It indicates a 
chance that there may be some way out short of 
a strike and a liciup of Ihc meat industry which 
might have serious elVccls on the country. So it 
is a distinct advance, even if the packers i'clt it 
necessary to tie strings to their acceptance which 
seem, oii the face of_thcm, to preclude any dis- 
cussion of Ihc mailer's to be arbitrated. Talking 
it over, even it both sides go into the conference 
belligerent, is a necessary and useful preliminary- 
lo settlement of any industrial dispute. 


Armour and Company's proposed establish- 


ment of an "industrial .democracy" in their 
plants, with workers and management equally 
represented, comes at a time when it is almost 
certain nol lo be examined on its merits. 
The 


packing house employes are on Ihcir mettle lo 
defend the agreements and working conditions 
llicy have obtained through their unions, and 
it is as sure as anything can be that in union 
quarters the -industrial democracy" suggestion 
will be viewed as an effort lo supplant Ihc 
union. 


The plan, according lo the general outline 


of it available in dispatches, seems generous and 
fair to the workers. But the lime for proposing 
His not now. A month ago. before the packers 
got into Ihc present muss over-wage cuts and 
hour extensions, it might have been accepted; 
a month from now, after the muss has been ad- 
justed by arbitration or a lest of strength, it 
might go through. Hut lo launch it now is sim- 
ply to throw what might become a useful 
agency for peace, and content in the industry to 
the lions. 


Lumping the Lot 


NE can not be at all certain tjial the rural 


credits bill and the measure affording as- 


sistance to settlers in northern Wisconsin should 
have been swept out with the deluge of experi- 
mental legislation. 


Il is true that Wisconsin farmers stand in 


loss urgent need of a rural credits system than 
did those of the Dakota*, but to say off-hand 
that the Badger farmer already has ample credit 
is a hazard. The paper of the average run of 
farmers is not coveted by banks, because pay- 
ment is so oflen dependent upon crop successes, 
a speculative matter, that farm notes are not the 
most liquid form of security. Therefore when 
Ihcrc is competition between city and country 
I'or loans the farmer is apt lo be put off. 


The development of vast areas of land in 


northern Wisconsin means immense wealth lo 
Ihe stale, and recognition of the. difficulties en- 
countered in reducing it to cultivation'is not an 
improper stale policy. Unless encouraged to re- 
main here and develop our waste land, young 
farmers are certain to seek land in other slates. 
Wisconsin is worth making the best of, and 
[here is a community of interest among citizens 
who arc drawn upon for the stale's revenues.
